London Conference 
Hears Arab, Adjourns; 
Hopes Jews to Join

When the conference opened 
at St. James Palace, the seat re- 
served for the American observer 
was vacant, indicating that the 
American State Department un- 
der General Marshall intends 
abiding by the statement of his 
predecessor, James F. Byrnes, 
that an American observer would 
sit in at the conference if both 
Jews and Arabs agreed to attend. 

While general opinion veers to 
the view that the Colonial Secre- 
tary will recommend partition, 
there is a possibility he will urge 
a bi-national state or, perhaps, a 
compromise interim proposal. 
The recent silence of Prime Min-

Per petuated; Offensive Generalities, Omissions Hit College

in the nation’s schools and colleges contain 
offensive references which tend to perpetuate 
and extend group tensions, it was reported here 


by the American Council on Education, follow- 
ing a two*year study conducted under the 
auspices of the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews on a grant from Milton Biow 


and Associates. 


The Council’s report found that “textbooks 
are not guilty of planned derogation of groups,” 
but fail to “come to grips” with basic issues 
in human relations. The greatest weaknesses 
in the téxts, the report said, were omission of 
pertinent material, over-simplification and un-

warranted generalizations, Specific weaknesses 
uncovered in school and library books for 
young people included:

Sister's Appeal For Dov Gruner 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A concerted effort to save the life of 
Dov Gruner, member of the Palestine underground movement 
sentenced to hang for an attack on a police station, was launched 
this week in Washington by both Jewish and non-Jewish organiza- 


tions and individuals. 


Efforts were led by the convicted youth’s sister, Mrs. Helen 
Friedman of Lancaster, Penna., who appealed to State Department 


officials and British Ambassador 
Lord Inverchapel for clemency. 
Gruner was sentenced to be hang- 
ed but the execution was post- 
poned pending an appeal to the 
British Privy Council. 
Tries to See Truman 

Mrs. Friedman conferred with 
Loy Henderson, director of Near 
and Middle Eastern Affairs in the 
State Department and Lord In- 
verchapel,and said after the meet- 
ings that she was “encouraged.” 
She said she attempted to see 
President Truman but was unable 
to arrange an appointment. 

While Mrs. Friedman pressed 
her appeal in official Washington 
circles the American League for 
a Free Palestine sent High Com- 
missioner Sir Alan Cunningham 
a telegram urging commutation 
of Gruner’s sentence. The tele- 
gram was signed by eighteen 
prominent Americans, including 
2 senators, 4 representatives and 
former secretary of commerce 
Henry Wallace. 

Execution Would Be Mistake 

The telegram said: “We strong- 
ly urge commutation of Dov 
Gruner’s sentence in the inter- 
est of future good will be held 
by America for the government 
you represent. Time can heal the 
strong divergencies of opinion 
which now exist, but cannot over- 
come the aroused ill feelings that 
must be the outcome of the exe- 
cution of this young man who is 
regarded here in America as a 
Hebrew patriot devoted to the 
highest ideals of western civiliza- 
tion. We remind you too of 
Gruner’s distinguished record as 
a soldier in the Allied ranks dur- 
ing the war against the Axis and 
beg you not to commit the mis- 
take of executing this young man. 
We are confident that this view 
is also that of an informed en- 
lightened public opinion.”

meeting of the American Jewish 
Committee went on record in fa- 
vor of strengthening the positive 
values of Jewish life in the United 
States. 

Dr. John Slawson, executive 
vice president, outlined American 
Jewish Committee projects aimed 
at enriching Jewish culture in 
America, providing authentic in- 
formation on Jewish life through- 
out the world, and exploring 
methods of American Jewish ed- 
ucation. 

The committee recommends 
that peace treaties with Germany 
and Austria must include provis- 
ions guaranteeing basic human 
rights and freedoms and provid- 
ing restitution of property looted 
by the Nazis, for the Jews and 
other minority groups. 

Judge Proskauer was reelected 
president for the fifth term. Five 
new vice-presidents were elected: 
Herbert B. Ehrmann of Boston, 
Milton W. King of Washington, 
D. C., Ralph E. Samuel of New 
York, Jesse H. Steinhart of San 
Francisco and Frank L. Sulz- 
berger of Chicago. Edward A. 
Norman of New York was elect- 
ed the new secretary. Reelected 
to Committee offices were Jacob 
Blaustein of Baltimore, Chair- 
man of the executive committee; 
Alan M. Stroock of New York, 
executive vice-chairman and 
David Sher, New York, adminis- 
trative. committee chairman. 


As part of the Committee’s pro- 
gram Dr. Slawson announced sev- 
eral major projects to which the 
Committee is contributing: 


1. The preparation of a 2200- 
page study on “Judaism and the 
Jews,” under the editorship of Dr. 
Louis Finkelstein, president of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary in 
New York. Its advisory commit- 
tee includes: Professors W. F. Al- 
bright, Robert M. MaclIver, Oscar 
I. Janowsky, Saul Lieberman, 
Shalom Spiegel. 


2. Creation of an institute for 
research and exploration into the 
best methods of American Jewish 
education in the United States. 
The objective of this institute 
will establish experimental 
schools to test new methods of 
giving religious instruction to 
American Jewish children. It will 
also develop a program for dis- 
seminating Jewish knowledge and 
information among aduk groups.

N FRIDAY, Jan. 17, a column by Dorothy Thompson appeared 
in The New York Post and probably in many other papers 
throughout the country on the results of The Zionist Congress. 
Editor New York Post. 


For years Miss Dorothy Thompson was looked upon gratefully 
by the Jews as their friend. Then she suddenly became silent on 
the plight of the Jewish refugees at a time when friendly voices 
were urgently needed, all the while vociferous in championing of 
the rights of the Germans. The conclusion among the Jews was 
inevitable that she was no longer their friend. 

Twice during the past seven months she broke her silence on 
the Jewish question in order to lecture to the American Zionists. The 
first time she said—last July--that the Jews of Palestine were run- 
ning wild and American Jews, as the largest contributors to Palestine 
funds, ought to stop sending money until the Jews of Palestine 
reform. The second time—on Jan. 17—she reversed her stand, say- 
ing the Jews of Palestine were nice Jews but the terrible Zionists 
ot America were responsible for all the mischief. 

It is good to know that Dorothy Thompson is still our friend. 
It is the privilege of a friend to offer advice. But one is permitted 
to question the propriety of her tone, of her vehemence in taking 
sides in a purely domestic quarrel in a movement with which she 
has not been in close contact for some time—and one may take issue 
with her interpretation of the facts. 

It would be perhaps unfair to take Miss Thompson to task now 
for the rather hasty things she wrote last July. But I cannot help 
commenting on the extent of her understanding of the spirit of 
Jewish Palestine. She thought that people who in the past genera- 
tion have made the desert bloom, stood up against attacks and cre- 
ated the miracle that is Jewish Palestine today, would take orders 
from their rich cousins in America. Whatever may be said of Miss 
Thompson’s friendship for the Jews, her understanding of them 
leaves much to be desired. 

Today she accuses American Zionists of mischief-making. At 
the Zionist Congress in Basle, the leader of American Zionists, Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver, as head of the political committee, put through 
a resolution declaring that the Zionists would not attend the London 
Conference on Palestine called by the British Government “under 
existing circumstances.” As a result of the adoption of this reso- 
lution, Dr. Chaim Weizmann who demanded attendance at the 
Conference without conditions, withdrew his candidacy for relection 
as President. 

In view of the actions of the British Government with regard to 
Palestine in the past eighteen months—on which so many writers 
commented but Miss Thompson did not-—-the wariness of the Zion- 
ists is quite understandable: they want some definite assurance that 
the Conference would not turn out to be another stalling device 
as the Anglo-American inquiry Committee has turned out to be, if 
not worse. If the British Government is ready to change its atti- 
* tude, it can have the Zionists in London very easily by making a 

move—as the Resolution implies. 

Few will dispute the greatness of Chaim Weizmann as a man 
and as a Jew, though there is likely to be less agreement on his 
greatness as a statesman. But under the present circumstances 
his policy of unconditional collaboration with Britain does not ap- 
peal to most Zionists in Palestine or in America. In a democratc 
movement, when a leader does not represent the sentiments of: the 
ranks, he ceases to be a leader. No one in Britain disputes the great- 
ness of Churchill. Yet Churchill is no longer Prime Minister. Any 
American ought to be able to understand it. Miss Thompson, how- 
ever, insists on applying different standards to the Jews. She would 
want us to institute a monarchy. 

She dwells so much on the spiritual side of Zionism that she 
forgets there are thousands of Jews in the world today for whom 
the opening of Palestine’s doors means the difference between life 
and death. Despite all the fine compliments Miss Thompson pays 
the Jews and the spirit of Judaism, she may be reminded that Jews 
are human. When they are hungry, they want to eat. When they 
are homeless, they want a home. They resent being-pushed around, 
and when they become exasperated with suffering and injustice, 
they can even become violent—like her friends, the Germans. In a 
political controversy the Jews squabble, just like Americans, with 
one side abusing the other for all it is worth. Thus a campaign of 
vilification is now being conducted by the losing side against the 
person of Dr. Silver, which bears a remarkable resemblance to the 
campaign against Willkie in 1940. While Miss Thompson does not 
mention Silver by his name, it is clear what side she has taken.

SHAKESPEARE DEFENDED; 
SHYLOCK WAS NOBLE JEW

QMETIMES this department gets a plea for advice. Like all 
people, we like to give advice. One reason perhaps why none 
of us is reluctant to give advice is that however much we give, we 


always have enough left. 


In this instance, however, we turned to our friend, Simonhoff, 


for the advice. Mr. Simonhoff is 
something of a Shakespearean 
scholar and the question involved 
Shakespeare. 

Here is a lady, we said, who 
asks what to do about her daugh- 
ter. She is reading “The Merch- 
amt of Venice,” and this good 
lady is troubled about it. She 
says that she does not want her 
daughter to grow up with the 
picture of Shylock—with the pic- 
ture of the Jew as a tight-fisted 
lover of money above all things 
—in her mind. 

“Tell the lady what you al- 
ready know,” said Simonhoff to 
me. 

“You mean,” I said, “that the 
public has Shylock all wrong and 
so on?” 

“Yes,” he said. 

“Well,” I responded, “I know 
something about that, but you 
are more of a Shakespearean stu- 
dent than I. Suppose you tell me 
more definitely what to tell her.” 

* * & 

“WELL, just tell her that Shy- 
jock was one man who didn’t like 
money above all things. Tell her 
what the great Shakespearean 
actor, Sir Henry Irving said 
about Shylock.” 

Irving said that Shylock was 
the only gentleman in “The 
Merchant of Venice.” Of course, 
Irving was right. If Shylock had 
wanted money, he would not 


| have insisted on his pound of 


flesh. He was not only offered 
restitution but thrice the amount 
involved, but he refused it be- 
cause his honor is involved. 
“You call me unbeliever, cut 
throat dog 
You spit on my gaberdine.” 





It is this that he wants to 
avenge. It is the injury to his 
soul which irks him above all 
and he is fighting for the integ- 
rity of his spirit. He gives voice 
to the cry of the Jew through the 
ages: 

“T am a Jew. Hath not a Jew 
hands, organs, dimensions, sen- 
ses, affections, passion, fed with 
the same food, hurt with the same 
weapons, subject to the same 
diseases, healed by the same 
means, warmed and cooled by the 
same winter and summer as the 
Christian is?” 

Shakespeare was no anti-Sem- 
ite. No anti-Semite could have 
written this. In essence Shake- 
speare is asking through Shy- 
lock-—“Are not all men equal?” 
The entire trend of the play is 
to show that whatever the mo- 
tives of Shylock’s behavior, they 
are due to the abuses suffered 
by the Jew. 

“Further,” said Mr. Simonhoff, 
“you might point out to this good 
lady, something written by an- 
other good lady, the historian, 
Miriam Beard, in her history of 
the business man. Miss Beard in 
her chapter on the business men 
of Venice, says that such a char- 
acter as that of the innocent An- 
tonio has no relationship to the 
actual life of the times it de- 
picted. The Venetians, says Miss 


Beard, had the Jews all beat to 


hollow when it came to money 
lending and the other arts of 
finance. 

Shakespeare, for example, de- 
picts Antonio as saying that he 
had sent out various argosies to 
the far corners of the world and 
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not one of the bottoms was in- 
sured. Miss Beard says that this 
is ridiculous —that no Venetian 
business man would have 
thought of sending out a ship 
without heavily insuring it. They 
were pioneers in insurance cen- 
turies before other peoples. And 
as far exacting “a pound of 
flesh,” it was quite common for 
them to hold the whule person 
as a hostage for the payment of 
a debt. She recites cne instance 
where they held ar archbishop 
hostage for the payment of a 
debt. 


WHAT SHAKESPEARE did 
was to simply take a very old 
story—there are half a dozen 
versions of the story in which no 
Jew is mentioned—and in it he 
even made a plea for tolerance 
towards the Jew. ‘Certainly it re- 
fects no credit on the Christian 
ity of that day, that the court 
should have despoiled Shylock of 
his fortune and then forced him 
to embrace Christianity. 


George Brandes makes a point 
of the fact that at the very time 
when the Jew was pictured by 
yielding to conversion to save his 
skin, in Spain thousands of Jews 
were being burnt at the stake, 
rather than surrender their faith. 


Brandes thinks that Shake- 
speare tried to take as much of 
the liberal position as was pos- 
sible in the light of the prevailing 
prejudice against the Jews. He 
thinks that Shakespeare showed 
how he regarded the forced con 
version of the Jew ligntly, when 
ene of the characters says that 
all such conversions are a bad 
thing for the commonwealth, 
since they will increase the num- 
ber of pork eaters and thus raise 
the price of pork. 


Shakespeare was trying to be 
as liberal as the times allowed 
and in parts he presents mag- 
nificently the case of the Jew 
against the tyranny of the ages.

The famous, or infamous, Jewish 
historian Josephus vividly de- 
scribes this great epic, and how 
the defenders slew each other 
rather than surrender to the 
Romans—with the dead totalling 
960! From the facile pen of Jo- 
sephus, we also learn about “The 


Order of the Essenes,” whose 
‘members were left “cold by the 
most dreadful calamity”... “who 


learned to prefer a glorious death 
to the longest life”... and “when 
the Romans tortured some of 
them, they remained smiling in 
the throes of pain.” Real heroes 
of the spirit! 

A popular and challenging mu- 
sical number which stirs Jewish 
hearts and souls is the famous 
Kaddish by Reb Levi Isaac of 
Berditshev, and 18th century 
mystic.

Y friend, Rabbi Victor Reichert, has sent 

me“The Tower of David,” a book of his 
poetry. Rabbi Reichert has been with a con- 
gregation in our town 20 years. The congre- 
gation recently celebrated the matter by put- 
ting his songs in this book. 

It could appreciate a rabbi whose heart was 
deep in the beauty of being a Jew, rather than 
in the politics. . Rabbis 
elsewhere around the 
country had tried to be 
statesmen or commenta- 
tors on foreign affairs. 
They seemed to be be- 
set by the frustrations 
of men, who, by the 
meanest trick of fortune, 
hadn’t turned out to be 
Churchills or Hulls, Bev- 
ins or Byrnes, or Kaltenborns. 

Fate had dealt them its smaller cards; they 
had been dedicated to God early in their lvies. 
Now here they were standing in the limits 
of their altars when they could feel sure they 
belonged’ to nothing less than the whole world. 
Their vibrant voices! Their 
figures! 

Well, I am celebrating a rabbi who considers 
it his function just to be a fine Jew, an identity 
which has to do with deep religious feeling. 
Rabbi Reichert’s own altar is big enough, to 
be devoutly a Jew is big enough, to serve the 
part of the world that is his congregation is 
a mission big enough. He preaches simply: 
To be a Jew is a good way of living, a striv- 
ing toward the mountaintop, and that’s the 
main thing. A rabbi’s place is on the home 
grounds and on the home grounds Victor 
Reichert sings: 

“The pomp of Babylon and Pharaoh falls! 
“The Voice of Israel’s shepherds yet is 
heard.” 

Alas, some of Israel’s current shepherds are 
away at the forums. They’d rather be loud- 
voiced politicians battling each other in rauc- 
ous political controversy. Their flocks wander 
in pained confusion: Just what does it mean 
to be a Jew? They can’t be sure whether they 
are sheeps or goats. They stray far from the 
greeen pastures. 
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SHEPHERD REICHERT has been staying 
with the flock, troubling himself about its 
many lives. The book of his poems is an index 
of his dedication; a revelation of the heart of 
the good shepherd, who knows his place is with 
the flock. 

When he has said the ritual words for the 
dead, he keeps caring about the good life that’s 
ended. Her children might be comforted if 
they were told what he thinks of her; he sings: 

“Say not that she is dead whose heart 
still, 

Whose unremitting hands folded in rest, 

Find peace at last upon her silent breast. 


commanding 


She is not dead. The scorpion could 
not kill 

Her sprite-like loveliness, her matchless 
will.” 

Jewish life is not at some far off horizon, 
is not a foreign affair. It is as near as Sab- 
bath candles burning on his table. His eyes 
are home, within the walls of the Jewish house 
on a Friday evening; he looks at the candles 
and sings of his mother and the Sabbath angels 
who visit Jewish houses where candles burn. 

The good shepherd cares about the stricken 
of his flock. He goes back to pick up an old 
stand-by in Israel, almost forgotten in times 
when Israel’s leaders have led so far from the 
old ways of being Jewish. Yes, there were the 
old days when to be a Jew was to go along with 
God ‘who could help men in all their travails. 

In the old way our shepherd sings to the 
Chief of all shepherds: 

“Give me the strength to meet each day 

With quiet will. 
Give me the faith to know Thou art 
My shepherd still. 
Give me the light to find my way 
When shadows fall. 
Be thou my steady, guiding Star, 
Father of all!”

I AM GRATEFUL for the opportunity to 
celebrate the shepherd-rabbi, also called pas- 
tor. The politician-rabbis have been getting 
most of the space in the Jewish press; their 
quarrels are loud in the public places. They 
are the glamor boys and I am sorry to say 
that eyes of many of us feel dazzled by their 
tinsel. 

Many others of us prefer rabbis who are 
good shepherds. They walk humbly in the 
world and are thankful for their own altars 
from which to speak to God. They are con- 
tent to serve their flocks, to show the way, to 
be brothers to the troubled, to teach a Juda- 
ism that has to do with righteous living. The 
only politics they know is that which some of 
them occasionally suffer from back-biting mem- 
bers of their congregations. Alas, black sheep 
do turn up in some of the flocks. 

The good shepherds seldom are noticed in 
the headlines, Their lives and works are in 
their flocks and in the communities in which 
they reside. They are content to be respected 
leaders, good friends and guides. They walk 
in the quiet places all their days; like Victor 
Reichert: 

“I walked with morning down your quiet 
lane 

Grateful within the shadow of old 
wees... 

Victor Feichert is an alumnus of the Hebrew

IT WAS IN MUNICH, at six 
o'clock in the morning, and the 
welfare workers were trying to 
help a group of homeless people 
move from a temporary camp to 
a permanent camp. Amid the con- 
fusion and pandemonium of the 
moving, Miss Toby noticed two 
bright-faced boys who stood apart 
from the excited crowd. They ap- 
proached and very quietly they 
said: 

“We can’t go. We have 120 
children in a little town 13% kil- 
Ometers south of here. They’ve 
been on trains for three-and-a-half 


weeks. Now that we’ve brought 









them all the way from Budapest, 
we don’t know what to do with 
them.” 

At once workers went to the 
little town, and found the children 


nightfall, they were bedded down 
in the transient camp, and in 
three days they came to the per- 
manent camp for displaced per- 
sons, where Miss Toby saw them 
for the first time. They arrived

And now, the older 
boys and girls carried Marisha to 
the warm dining room and rubbed 
her cold little body as the yfed 
her. Then they carried her to 
the long sleeping room and put 
her to sleep on one of the double- 
decker bunks. ; 

BY DAYLIGHT, Miss Toby 
could see how pale and _ under- 
nourished the band of children 
was. Little Marisha wandered 
aimlessly through the corridors 
of the building all day, as she had 
no warm clothes to wear out- 
doors. Even if the children could 
go out, there was no place for 
them to play in this camp for 
grown-ups right in the heart of 
the city. 

Three weeks later, great news 
came to the camp. A special cen- 
ter for children was to be open- 
ed at Struth. The youngsters ran 
about in excitement, telling one 
another the news. 

“There is an orchard!” “And a 
pine forest.” “And I hear there is 
a garden and even a_ green- 
house!” ’ 

Early on a Monday morning, 
the group of 120 children left to 
be the first settlers at Struth. 
They gathered all their worldly 
possessions—Miss Toby noticed 
what poor bits of clothing and 
toys they stuffed into their bur- 
lap bags—and started by foot for 
the railroad station. They had 
food and water for the day. At 
the railroad siding they found 
five box cars waiting, and climbed 
or were lifted into the cars. The 
older boys did gymnastics, play- 
ed “Gestapo” and told Miss Toby 
that it reminded them of winter 
movements from concentration 
camp to concentration camp. Sud- 
denly, they saw four armed Amer- 
ican soldiers and they shrank 


That day the little band was 
shuttled all over Germany. Their 
box cars were attached to any 
train that happened to be going 
in their general direction. By 
evening, it grew bitterly cold, and 
as the children and their leaders 
huddled in misery, they were sure 
they would be glad to see Struth 
even if it were nothing more than 
the ugly military camp they had 
just left. 

Finally the train stopped, the 
children transferred to trucks and 
in twenty minutes more they saw 
the lights of Struth, In the dining 
room a warm meal was waiting 
for them, and then they tumbled 
wearily into bed. : 

By MORNING, after bathing 
and putting on fresh clothing, the 
little band was ready to explore 
the wonders of their mew home. 


Now there are 400 children at 
Struth. They are all homeless 
Jewish children. But Miss Toby 
noticed that although they have 
no homes and no real families, 
the children have strong love for 
one another. They have come to 
Struth in bands which joined to- 
gether as long ago as five or six 
years and have stayed together 
through all their troubles and ad- 
ventures. In Struth, the children 
live in a kind of Hebrew Scout 
camp. They eat, sleep, go to 
school and play with their “pa- 
trol.” Many of the bigger boys 
and girls have unofficially, adopt- 
ed smaller children and take spe- 
cial care of them. 

They are happy at Struth, but 
they know it is only a stopping- 
off place. They must find a home 
where they may sink roots and 
‘begin to live again. 

“Where do you want to go?” 
the children were asked. 

“Palestine!” “Palestine.” “Only 
Palestine!” is their cry. Every 
play they give, every exhibition 
they show is based on one theme: 
“Open the gates of Palestine!” 
They know one English sentence 
which they all chant together, 
“Open the gates of Palestine!” 

“We want to go home,” they 
say, “to Palestine!”

| What Foods These Morsels Be. 








NE of the most versatile vegetables for this time of the year 

is the sweet potato or yam as it is sometimes called. The red 

skinned ones are the sweet potatoes and the yellow skinned ones 

are the yams. But whichever you buy at your nearest market, be 

sure there is a treat in store. For sweet potatoes are to the menu 

what cosmetics are to the female face—a subtle invitation to the 
feast. Even more—they really are a festive dish. 

Of course, the simplest form of preparation is baking them in 
the jackets till tender, then making two cuts across the top for 
opening and inserting a bit of butter or other fat. The next best 
way is to boil them in the jackets in slightly salted water till tender, 
removing the skins and slicing legnthwise as soon as cool enough to 
handle. Arrange the slices in a well-greased baking dish and sprin- 
kle generously with brown sugar, molasses or honey. Dot with but- 
ter or other fat, add a dash of nutmeg and a light dusting of flour 
or fine cracker crumbs, then % cup water, and bake till nicely 
browned on top. Basting frequently brings out the best in them. 

Sweets in Orange Cups 
6 medium sweet potatoes % cup crushed pineapple 
% cup brown ‘sugar % cup melted shortening 
% tsp. salt 

Boil sweet potatoes in their jackets in slightly salted cold water 
until tender. Drain, let cool a little before removing the skins. Mash 
well with a fork, add the other ingredients and beat well. Fill orange 
halves after reaming to extract juice, piling the mixture up to a 
peak and marking with the tines of a fork. Bake 15 to 20 minutes 
at 350 degrees F, then slip under the broiler flame for a minute to 
brown the highpoints. This amount will fill 6 to 8 large orange cups. 


Eggplant Caviar 

Here’s a favorite among most Europeans, especially the French 
and Italians. You’ll agree it’s worth the time and effort. Just be sure 
the eggplant you select for the purpose is ripe—deep purple, light in 
weight and without brown spots. 

Wrap the eggplant in heavy wax paper and brush the exterior 
with salad oil. Bake at 350 degrees F about 25to 30 minutes, or till 
soft to the pressure of fingers or fork. Unwrap, remove the skin 
and chop fine in a wooden bowl. Add grated onion, garlic and two 
or three skinned tomatoes while ehopping to a fine pulp. Work in 
some salad or olive oil and season to taste with salt and pepper. 
Chill thoroughly and spread on rounds of hot toasted biscuits, 
crackers or just pumpernickel cut thin and in any shape desired. 
Makes a delicious “come-on” for any dinner or with cocktails. 

Citrus Fruits 

Take advantage of the bumper crop of citrus fruits—especially 
grapefruit. Have grapefruit in some form at least once a day. 
Here are a few suggestions for serving it that are attractively 
different: 


Broiled Grapefruit Halves 

With a sharp pointed paring knife cut each grapefruit in half 
in small scallops. You'll like the way the pointed up halves take to 
being broiled when slipped under the flame for 3 to 5 minutes be- 
fore serving. Oh, yes, remember the halves of fruit brown faster 
and more attractively if you sprinkle lightly with corifectioners’ su- 
gar, or drizzle a little honey over the tops. And place the fruit about 
4 inches from the flame for best results. 

Grapefruit and Orange Pinwheel Salad Plate 

After removing the sectioned peel from grapefruit and large 
size oranges, separate into halves, then remove skin and fibre from 
each segment without breaking the parts. Remove all seeds, Ar- 
range on lettuce or chicory in swirls, alternating rows of grapefruit 
and orange, leaving room in the center for an orange cup of dressing 
to be made as follows: 


Fruit Salad Dressing 
1 tblsp. pineapple juice 
1 tblsp. confectioners’ sugar 


3 0z, cream cheese 

2 tblsps. orange juice 

1 tsp. lemon juice 

Mash cheese with a fork in the bottom of a deep bowl. Stir in the 
combined juices and sugar and beat with a rotary beater till blended 
and thickened. Cut a large orange at one end so that the juice and 
pulp can be removed easily on the reamer or juicer and use some of 
the juice for the dressing and the shell for the dressing. If you 
place a bed of shredded lettuce under the orange cup of dressing 
it will prevent a spill. Serves 6 portions of salad. 
Golden Glow Salad 

12 canned apricot halves 
1 large green apple Sliced canned peaches 
1 large red apple 1 Avocado pear 
Remove skin from grapefruit, then prepare the segments by 

removing membrane and seeds. Core and slice the apples in % inch 
wedges. Remove skin from Avocado pear and slice into % inch 
rounds. Arrange on a bed of crisp lettuce in the following way: 
Make the outer round of ggapefruit segments, spaced so that the 
peach slices can be placed between. Next*row should be apricots 
with a wedge of red apple on top and green apple on the under 
side. Place the circles of Avocado lightly on top around toward 
center, Serve with Fruit Salad Dressing or Sweetened French 
Dressing.

A move which may have begun 
to be successful, has been in- 
augurated to secure the appoint- 
ment of Dr. A. L. Sachar as pres- 
ident of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege.

In England at the moment 
there is going on an argument 
of the kind which hearkens back 
to medieval days, which is caus- 
ing no little furore in the Jewish 
community there. It seems that 
only one Liberal (Reform) syna- 
gogue has authority to solemnize 
marriages, and the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, the 
ruling body in these matters, has 
before it a request from other 
Liberal congregations for the 
same privilege. 

When the Beth Din (Court of 
the Chief Rabbi) and the Deputy 
for the Chief Rabbi, heard of this 
petition, they immediately came 
forth with strong protests. Their 

wietter, using plain language, is 
printed in part herewith: 

“To give such authority 
would mean that the Board of 
Deputies gives in the name of 
the larger Orthodox commu- 
nity the consent to marriage 
by liberal Jews, who ignore the 
marriage laws of the Divine 
Lawgiver as contained in the 
Torah, with the result that 

‘many of these marriages are 
invalid in Jewish law and the 
offspring of such marriages 
are “ mamzerim.” 

“To give but one example o/ 
such breach of Jewish law: 
Jews who have been divorced 
in accordance only with civil 

* law are remarried in the Lib- 
eral Snyagogue without a Get 
having been effected. Thus what 
amounts to adultery in Jewish 
law is promulgated, and this 
is done under the cloak of a so- 
éalled reljgious marriage. The 
consequence is that innocent 
people are misled and “mam. 
zerim,” that is children of a 
relationship prohibited in cew- 
ish law, are born, and as these 
children are not allowed in

Jewish law to marry Jewish 
persons, such Jewish posterity 
is doomed to a terrible fate. 
In this way Israel’s holiest 
possession—the purity of its 
family life—is undermined.”

In Zionist circles they’re still

Incidentally, there is be- 
ginning to be not a little talk in 
Zionist circles about dispensing 
with some of the many conven- 
tions and diverting the monies 
therefrom into a travelling stage 
production which would electrify 


audiences as has done Mr. 
Hecht’s piece.

The town of Shelbyville, Ind., 
is known in Jewish circles be- 
cause of one man, a retiring soft- 
spoken business man by the 
name of Abe Goodman. This 
“chair” could have been written 
on the occasion of Mr. Good- 
man’s recent visit to Palestine 
when after a visit to Meir She- 
fayeh, he .eft a check for $5,000, 
or on any of the occasions when 
he has contributed most liberally 
to all Zionist causes. In this con- 
nection once I remember him 
telling me about a ride down the 
elevator in the New Yorker 
Hotel. Noticing a badge in the 
lapel of a fellow passenger he 
made inquiry and on learning 
that the American Association 
for the Haifa Technion was hav- 
ing its annual banquet. Mr. Good- 
man walked in. You know the 
rest, Mr. Goodman is now one of 
the Technion’s staunchest finan- 
cial supporters. 


But at the moment, I want to 
tell about Mr. Goodman’s latest 
benefaction. In his will was a 
contribution of $25,000 for his 
home community, Shelbyville. He 
got to thinking the matter over 
recently and decided that he 
wasn’t being fair to the commu- 
nity which had been so generous 
to him, so he evolved the plan 
for a much needed community 
center, which would be a me- 
morial to World War II dead of 
the county. At this writing, al- 
most $100,000 has been raised for 
the project, with Mr. Goodman’s 
$25,000 leading all the rest. 


There are eleven other Jewish 
families in Shelbyville, and al- 
though Mr. Goodman may not be 
that community’s leading citizen, 
anyone that has met him would 
he willing to wager that he is 
certainly the best-loved man 
there. He is a very slow speaker, 
and people sometimes make the 
mistake of confusing this slow 
speech for something else, but 
where quickness really counts, in 
the reaction of the heart, it is 
doubtful that there is anyone 
anywhere who could compete 
with Mr. Goodman.

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Needed, A Concise Program For Civic-Defense 


N what is withuot question the best Anglo- 
Jewish weekly in the world, The Jewish 
Chronicle of London, The Post came across a 
very logical and concise exposition of a pro- 
gram for fighting anti-Semitism. This pro- 
gram was expounded in London by Maurice 
Essex chairman of one of the sectional com- 
mittees of the Jewish Defense Committee, and 
because its six points seem to encompass the 
major principles of all three U. S. Jewish civic 
defense agencies, is worth an _ introduction 
through these pages to the American Jewish 
public. 
Here they are: 


First, there must be no shame at being a 
Jew, but on the contrary, pride at the con- 
tribution Jews made during the war and 
their contribution to society today. 

Secondly, they could fight anti-Semitism 
based on ignorance through such a body as 
the Defence Committee. 

Thirdly, they must be clearly aware that 
it was bad conditions in society which 
made anti-Semites. As employers and 
workers they had to fight for a better life 
for all. In this regard they were not 
fighting alone. 


Fourthly, they must strive for a law 
against racial incitement, in the same way 
as there was a law against pornography. 

Fifthly, their job was to break down all 
prejudice. No Jew had the right to pro- 


test against anti-Semitism if he was him- 

self prejudiced against, for instance, Ne- 

groes and Arabs, 

Lastly, they must pledge themselves to 

deal with anti-Semitism as it arose in 

public, and to challenge the anti-Semite 
immediately. 

In the U. S., the program of the three maje 
Jewish civic-defense agencies concentrates of 
one or more of the six points, but the pro 
gram of none is so well-rounded as to includ 
all the points. 

As time goes by however, and one U. § 
agency proves the effectiveness of one or ah 
other of these points, it is adopted by the othe 
two, who then begin to claim credit for its 
origination. 

The individual Jew is an important ageney 
in the fight on discrimination. But too oftep 
he is confused by the claims and programs of 
the American Jewish Congress or the Anti 
Defamation League or the American Jewish 
Committee. 5 

What is needed then is a clear understand 
ing by the individual Jew not only of what is 
expected of him (see point six), but also an 
understanding of what all three U. S. agencies 
believe in their fight on anti-Semitism. This 
is where the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council comes in. It should draw up 
just such a point by point program as that 
expounded by Mr. Essex and then broadcast it 
far and wide to every Jew in the United States, 





















Is Judaism In The U. S. Dying? 


T is easy enough to dismiss as inconse- 
quetial, Jewish Music Week, or Jewish Book 
Month and other related cultural endeavors in 
the Jewish group and the tendency is, because 
these forces do not cause explosions, to over- 
look their total effect. 

The Post has consistently in the past few 
years claimed its ability to discern a trend 
towards a return to Judaism in the United 
States. Without exception every rabbi, whether 
Reform, Conservative or Orthodox, has mourn- 
fully declared in answer to the specific ques- 
tion that there are no signs which would indi- 
cate any change in the present downward 
course of attachment to Judaism. 

But The Post feels differently. Not alone 
are there Jewish Music Week, not alone are 
there very fine radio productions, not alone is 
there a host of excellent Jewish books of all 
types coming off the press, not alone are there 
very stimulating lecture series, not alone has 


our Jewish education system been improved a 
hundred fold in the past few years, but there 
are many less apparent factors that make in 
evitable the fulfillment of The Post’s observa 
tion. ? 

The rabbis and leaders consulted by The 
Post base their conclusions on the present gen 
eration... The Post bases its conclusion on the 
coming generation. The present generation 
has not been subject to the influences that are 
making their mark on our children. The em 
phasis of today’s Jew has been on escaping 
the disabilities of Jewishness, but our children, 
unless they are deliberately taken out of the 
stream of Jewishness, have an altogether dif 
ferent attitude and outlook. They are growing 
up in an age of disillusionment; we grew up 
in an age of hope. 

If The Post’s analysis is accurate, then the 
future of Judaism in the U. S. is being im 
perilled by this continual mournful attitude. 












Why A New Zionist 


EWS of the launching of a nation-wide 

poll among American Jews to record 
their views of Zionism must be confusing to a 
good many Zionists. The latest poll showed 
89 per cent of U.S. Jewry supporting Zionism, 
and since there has been no successful contra- 
diction of the results of this survey, it would 
seem that no additional affirmation is needed. 
There may be sufficient reason for the new 
poll, but that reason is not readily available. 


Poll At This Time? 


Then too, since whatever the poll shows will 
be open to attack from anti-Zionists, it would 
seem that it would have been wiser to have 
had the poll conducted by a non-Jewish of 
ganization. 

Only one reason for a new poll can be found, 
and that is the American Council for Judoism 
is itself prepared to announce results of a poll 
of its own. 


Current Comment 


Toronto Disgraced by Icelandia Rink, accord- 
ing to Toronto Globe and Mail—Toronto’s good 
name has been injured by another instance of 
race discrimination. The Icelandia skating 
rink, a Yonge Street concern which over a 
year ago denied a Negro boy the privilege of 
skating on its very exclusive ice, is now re- 
ported to have applied its ban against a young 
Jewish girl. The repetition of the incident, to- 
gether with the fact that the chief proprietor, 
James B. Allen, has refused both times to com- 
ment, tends to confirm the assumption that the 
Icelandia rink practices a policy of discrimi- 
nation. 

Such a policy cannot be defended on any 
grounds. The effect which it has when applied 
against victims as young as the little girl in- 
volved in this latest incident, was vigorously 
dealt with in a column in this newspaper yes- 
terday. The scar inflicted on that child’s heart 
will last for the rest of her life. That is no small 
responsibility for the Icelandia management to 
bear. The discriminative policy sets up dis- 
tinctions between friends. It brutalizes those 
who enjoy its privileges, because they enjoy 
their pleasure at the cost of others’ pain. It 
creates divisions in the community. The steady 
drip of the acid of prejudice eats away the vi- 
tality and integrity of society itself. 

This matter may seem small in itself. One 


little girl and her particular circle are all that 
are involved, Other patrons might never have 
known that such an incident had occurred. But 
this incident has a definite place in a much larg: 
er problem, and one which has been coming 
to the fore in this country, as a result of ten 
sions far removed from Canada. The trouble 
in Palestine, highlighted and dramatized by the 
terrorism of extreme Jewish elements, conduct 
which has induced responsible Jewish groups to 
declare what amounts to open conflict with theif 
own people—has stirred passions everywhere, 
These passions have no basis in reason, but 
find their expression in anti-semitism, and other 
form of prejudice with the same roots of hatred 
and ignorance, 

Such prejudices are a reproach to any people. 
They are alien to the noblest ideals of humanity, 
and they are a shameful humiliation in the con 
text of a war for freedom, won.at the sacrifice 
of countless thousands of young men’s lives. 
The springs of prejudice are poisoned and who- 
ever drinks therefrom suffers a spiritual de 
bility, a shrivelling of the soul. Society may not 
ignore such poison, any more than it could dis 
regard the pollution of its water supply, if it is 
to remain morally healthy. Whenever the effects 
of race prejudice appear, they must’ be met by 
the antidote of contempt. Only thus may t 
nation preserve the integrity of its principles. ©

CRTICIZED SEVERELY, CALLED FEARFUL 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

I read with very great interest 
your comments on Canadian Jews 
and Zionists in connection with 
Rabbi Leon Fram’s so-called 
“anti-British’ ’speech. You did not 
make any definite conclusions 
with regards to the attitude 
taken by them, but tHere was 
an implication that their atti- 
tude was the correct one. 

I am also a “Canadian” and 
have been an active Zionist, es- 
pecially in youth circles, for 
many years. It is my sad con- 
clusion that the Canadian Zion- 
ist leaders, who tremble so much 
over such “anti-British” speeches 
do so primarily for fear of their 
own skins (exaggerated fear, 
would be more correct). Cana- 
dian Zionist leaders have been so 
“loyal” in their distorted sense 
of the word, that they have not 
dared to criticise the Amalek of 
today, even as little as the Brit- 
ish Zionists. We know the char- 
acter of the “Mah-Yomru” Jews— 
they are 110 per cent loyal—such 
are the leaders of Canadian Zion- 
ism today—they are trying to sit 
out the storm. Anyone who dares 
to speak the truth about Britain 
is shut up. 

In the case of Rabbi Fram, the 
excuse is that he is an American 
and it is impolite to criticize 
one’s host. What kind of logic is 
this? Is Canada a British pos- 
session? Was Rabbi Fram criti- 
cizing Canada? But Canadian 
Zionists are terribly anxious to 
show their Gentile friends how 
“loyal” they are. Their Gentile 
friends, of course, are the Anglo- 
Saxons that are the power in the 
Liberal party. The prominent 
Zionists are well rewarded with 
K.C.s, etc. Examine the Zionist 
letter-head and investigate fur- 
ther. You will see how many are 
already K.C.s and how many 
more will lose their chances if 


they become associated with 
criticism of the “Mother Coun- 
try.” 


The above is rather general. I 
will now be more specific with 
respect to the attitude of our 
leaders to Jewish interests, when 
the latter in any remote way 


seem, to them, to conflict with—~ 


their. “Canadian” and “British” 


loyalties. 


We must admit that Jewry has 
been rather roughly handled by 
the British ever since and includ- 
ing the White Paper of 1939 (to 
say the least). I do not know of 
a single mass protest meeting 
called by the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of Canada. I do know of sev- 
eral instances where instructions 
were sent-by the Zionist Organ- 
ization of Canada forbidding such 
meetings. Zionist youth, despite 
pressure and threats from the 
Z.0.C., have held such meetings 
and even protest parades against 
the British Government. Zionists 
have indeed protested—at ban- 
quets and dinners at aristocratic 
hotels, by means of telegrams, 
of which the following would be 
a rough paraphrase: “You, the 
British, have great respect for 
the Bible. We, the Jews, were its 
author. Ergo, you ought to give 
us a break. But for all that and 
all that—loyal British are we.” 
What courage!! 

During the war ‘hundreds of 
Jewish refugees were kept in 
concentration camps in Canada 
(the polite name is “internment” 
camps): Jewish leadership did not 
dare to openly protest this grave 
injustice. English papers, among 
which, the Winnipeg Free Press, 
did dare. (The usual excuse is 
that the English can protest but 


| Jews musn’t). Finally, when 


there was an acute shortage of 
manpower, the Jewish “enemy 
aliens” were let out as slave la- 
bor to Canadian farmers. When 
one young refugee protested to a 
Director of the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, the latter asked him— 
how dared he, you ought to be 
thankful you’re here and not in 
a concentration camp in Ger- 
many, etc., etc. 


In the U. S., the Jewish Con- 
gress is very militant in fighting 
discrjmination against Jews. In 
Canada, the Jewish Congress 
works hand in hand with the 
B’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League. Need it be said what a 
“shmate” the latter is? You can 
get complete and detailed facts 
of the following from the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress (to whom 
we sent a complete report): 


At the University of Manitoba 
there had been for many years 
anti-Jewish discrimination in the 
Medical Faculty. The A.D.L. and 
the Canadian Jewish Congress 
had been working on it for years 
and in the meantime (thanks to 
their efforts?) the number of 
Jewish applications accepted, 
steadily dropped until it reached 
a low of 5, at which it remained. 
Finally the Zionist youth of Win- 
nipeg, (we are known throughout 
Canada at “hot blooded” and “ex- 
tremist”) became impatient and 
went to work on their own, with- 
out the aid of high-priced ex- 
perts and influential K.C.’s. We 
dragged the filth out into the 
open, prepared a brief with irre- 
futable *proof. The University 
Board quickly came to terms 
with us. The following year, 23 
Jewish students were accepted. 
Not bad, eh? Do you think the 
A.D.L. and the Congress thanked 
us for our trouble? Not on your 
life. They attacked us in private 
and public (they are not afraid 
of the Jewish public) and re- 
sorted to their old favorite in 
such matters—“we were causing 
Anti-Semitism by our methods.” 
By that they meant we antago- 
nized the President, etc., of the 
University, whom they had, after 
the usual amount of trouble, got- 
ten as members of their inter- 
faith councils. 


The following should astonish 
you. Here, in Western Canada, 
we have been trying hard to 
build a decent, self-respecting 
Zionist youth movement instead 
of a hot-air debating, raffle-sell- 
ing, bazaar-expert organization. 
Our seniors do not like us for 
this. They charge us with “mak- 
ing youth too sad”, “teaching too 
much Judaism to our members”, 
“you should give them more par- 
ties and dances”, “teach them 
Canadian citizenship as well as 
Zionism”, etc., etc. When we made 
such rules as compulsory month- 
ly JNF collections by our mem- 
bers, they accused us of “fascist 
methods.” Their prize quote is: 
“Chalutziut is un-Canadian be- 
cause we would be encouraging 
our youth to emigrate to a “for- 
eign” country. 

I have many more specific in- 
dictments to make but I trust I 
have enumerated a sufficient num- 
ber to give you a broader picture 
than the one you saw in your 
two days’ visit. I have respect 
for your paper and its aims and 
went to all this trouble in order 
that in getting this broader pic- 
ture. you will the better able to 
serve the cause of “a militant, 
courageous battle for our rights 
in the world.”

EDUCATOR CITES ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


SUGGESTS JEWS BE NEUTRAL ON PROBLEM 
OF NEGRO, DOUBTS AID IS WANTED 


Editor, the National Jewish Post: 

Your item that “anti-semitic 
groups of Negroes growing” in 
this week’s issue of the Post 
brings us again to the point that 
there are too many Jews who are 
unnecessarily intervening on be- 
half of the Negroes, on the plea 
that “discrimination against the 
Negroes also means discrimina- 
tion against the Jews.” 

There are 13,000,000 Negroes in 
the United States, whereas there 
are only 5,000,000 Jews in the 
United States. I believe that the 
Negroes are physically capable, 
not only in numbers, but in men- 
tality, to take care of their own 
problems, without any help from 
the Jews. However, the Jews are 
numerically the smallest minority 
in the country, have more than 
enough in the way of discrimina- 
tion against the Jews, to keep 
them busy, without worrying 
about the Negroes. 

I have yet to hear, or read of 
any prominent Negro, pleading 


against anti-semitism or discrim- 
ination against the Jews with the 
same vigor as the Jews do for 
the Negro. 

In fact, if the truth were known 
the Negroes hold in contempt the 
Jews who are fighting for them. 
They feel that the Jews are not 
sincere, as they are merely doing 
so to protect themselves in the 
long run. 

Therefore, it behooves. the 
Jews to remain strictly neutral 
in all anti-Negro issues, especial- 
ly in the south. It is time for the 
Jews to become “selfish,” and to 
worry about and fight for them- 
selves. 

Naturally, Jews should not en- 
courage any Negro hostility; but 
neutrality should govern our ac- 
tions otherwise.

but a true one. 

In the thousands of years the 
Jews have existed, they fought 
against one another, always jeal- 
ous of one another, Jew vs. Jew.

Actually, this was not 
Mr. Simon’s comment, but was a 
quote from someone else’s speech. 

I believe that the work of the 
Board of Education of the Metro- 
politan Council of the United Syn- 
agogue should receive the atten- 
tion of those interested in Jew- 
ish education because of the fol- 
lowing: 

We are organizing all congre- 
gational schools in New York 
City, Long Lsland, and Westches- 
ter county for the purpose of in- 
creasing the hours of education, 
laying stress on fotr, six, and 
eight year courses, and intensi- 


fying Jewish studies. 

We have refrained from rush- 
ing into print because we were 
primarily concerned with achieve- 
ments. A program such as ours 
cannot see a fulfillment in a short 
period of time, despite the sincere 
belief of our Board of Education 
(which consists of 18 rabbis, pro- 
fesssionals in the field of Jewish 
education, and laymen who have 
devoted many years to this field) 
that in the near future our ef- 
forts will attain a great deal of 
success. In fact, in most schools 
connected with conservative tem- 
ples, the boys cannot observe 
their Bar Mitzvah unless they 
have had a minimum of two or 
three years of education with at 
least six hours per week.
